WOMAN WHO CAUSED 
JIM FISK MURDER DIES 


Former Josie Mansfield, Central 
Figure in 1872 Sensation, 
Succumbs in Paris. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 28.—The Sun 
today reports the death in Paris of 
the former Josie Mansfield, over 
whose affections Edward S. Stokes 
shot and killed the financier, 
James Fisk Jr., on Jan. 5, 1872, in 
one of the most sensational mur- 
ders in New York’s history. 

At the time of her death she 
was Mrs. Helen Josephine Mans- 
field Reade. A _ dispatch from 
Paris gave her age as 78, but the 
Sun says she was probably several 
years older than that. 

Fisk, who had built a house for 
Josie Mansfield, his sumptuously- 
dressed and beautiful mistress, was 
shot On a staircase of the Grand 
Central Hotel by Stokes, an oil 
speculator, who had become Fisk's 
partner and had stolen Josie from 
him. 

The shooting was attributed to a 
jealous enmity that had grown up 
between the two men. Stokes was 
convicted of the murder and sen- 
tenced to die, but through influ- 
ences he had formed in association 
with ‘“‘Boss’’ Tweed, he obtained a 
new trial.and escaped with four 
years in prison, 

Josie went to Paris within a year 
after the murder. She volunteered 
to testify for Stokes, but he re- 
fused to permit it. With, an elderly 
woman supposed to have been her 
sister she lived for decades in a 
modest house off one of the Paris 
boulevards. 


181, 605 EXTRA WORKERS 
TO HANDLE CHRISTMAS MAIL 


Postmaster - General Authorizes 
Their Temporary Employment 
Beginning Dec. 13. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—Post- 
master-General Brown today au- 
thorized the temporary employ- 
ment, beginning Dec. 13, of 181,605 
workers to handle Christmas mail. 

The Postoffice Department esti- 
mated that 171,G670 temporary 
clerks, carriers: and laborers would 
be employed for about 10 days. In 
addition to temporary clers and 
laborers, the department will em- 
ploy 3200 extra railway mail clerks, 
1000 helpers in the.motor vehicle 
service, 600 rural carriers and 335 

auxiliary carriers on long routes. 

The extra Christmas service will 
cost the department $5,132,123. 

Postmasters have been directed 
to co-operate with Federal relief 
agencies, war veterans’ organiza- 
tions, and local charitable associa- 
tions in selecting temporary help, 
but have been warned to exclude 
those unable to perform hard work. 
Wherever possible, he said, compe- 
tent men and women with families 
to support who now are out of 
work will be given preference.

-——-Three Americans are steaming 
toward this port a oard the gun- 
boat Sacramento today after their 
rescue from six months of exist- 
ence on a lonely Pacific isle where 
they had been shipwrecked. 

The castaways,. clad only in loin 
cloths, were found by the gunboat 
yesterday afternoon on the beach 
of the island of Cocos, 550 miles 
southwest of Panama. Their pres- 
ence there was discovered Satur- 
day by Julius Fleischmann, son of 
a former Mayor of Cincinnati, who 
is cruising to the SoutheSeas in 
the yacht Camargo. His party 
found the remains of the yawl 
“West Wind,” which was wrecked 
last April, and a note signed by 
the three men which indicated they 
had been on the spot 48 hours be- 
fore. 

The note said the castaways had 
vogue gfe the supply of cocoanuts 
on that side of the island and that 
they had struck inland to look for 
more. Search of the island by the 
Camargo company was hampered 
by rain and the dense jungle 
growth with which it is matted. 

The rescued men are Paul Stach- 
wick of Huron, S. D., Gordon 
Brawner of Springfield, Illl., and 
Elmer J. Palliser of San Diego, Cal. 
Guns and Fishing Tackle Saved. 


Guns and fishing tackle, _ sal- 
vaged along with a few other 
articles from their yawl, aided 


them in their six-months’ struggle 
to keep supplied with food. 


For the first few days they 
found fish easy to catch in the 
island’s mountain streams, but 


later the fish became wary of their 
bait. They built a dug-out canoe 
and attempted to fish in the ocean 
but with little success. They also 
lived on cocoanuts and wild pig. 
Their shelter was a rude hut 
made of trees and tightly thatched 
to kéep out an almost constant 
heavy rain. The island is only 13 
miles in circumference. It was 
oncé a rendezvous for pirates. 
A whaleboat from the Sacra- 
mento was unable to get to the 
beach and the three men had to 
swim to it. 

Missed Tobacco. 
Aboard the Sacramento they re- 
ceived clothing and tobacco, the 
latter being one of the things they 
said they missed most during their 
Robinson Crusoe existence. They 
were much browned by sun and 
wind. They have been smoking al- 
most constantly since their rescue, 
the Sacramento’s radio reported. 
They apparently are in good phys- 
ical condition. 

They boarded the Camargo to 
thanl: Fleischmann for bringing 
about their rescue. The Camargo 
continued its South Sea voyage. 

The men said they would have 
seen the Camargo Saturday if they 
had delayed their departure inland, 
for they left the camp that day. 
The Sacramento is due at Balboa 
Friday morning.

CHICAGO, Oct. 23.—Phil d’An- 
drea, bodyguard of “Scarface” Al 
Capons, was sentenced to six 
months in jail by Federal Judge 
James H. Wilkerson for carry- 
ing his loaded pistol into Fed- 
eral Court during the trial of Ca- 
pone for income tax evasion. 

Judge Wilkerson said the pres- 
ence of an armed man during the 
Capone trial was a direct menace 
to the Court itself and adjudged 
D’Andrea guilty of contempt of 
court. A two weeks’ Stay of execu- 
tion was granted and D'Andrea was 
paroled to Michael Ahern, his and 
Capo»-"» lawyer. 

Was Intimidating Witnesses. 

Before sentencing D’ Andrea, 
Judge; Wilkerson said it was clear 
he waS a member of an “outlaw 
gang” which not only tried to in- 
timidate Government witnesses in 
the Capone trial, but also caused 
defense witnesses to perjure them- 
selves, 

“This gang,” the Court said, “‘ex- 
ercised a control over people with 
whom it came in contact that re- 
sembled nothing less than insurrec- 
tion against the laws of the United 
States, 

“I would have been totally blind 
had I not noticed the intimidation 
of witnesses. “Time and again I 
noticed witnesses faltering on the 
stand.” 

Shocking Array of Perjury. 

Judge Wilkerson said the closing 
days of the trial, when the defense 
brought on a series of bookmakers 
to testify concerning Capone’s 
losses on horse races, disclosed a 
“shocking arrayal of perjury,” 
which was of itself much worse 
than d’Andrea’s offense. He said 
the witnesses were summoned to 
the Lexington Hotel, “the camp of 
this outlaw band,” and instructed 
to perjure themselves. 

D’Andrea received a stay of exe- 
cution after Attorney Ahearn told 
the court his mother was ill. 
Ahearn said she had not been in- 
formed of her son’s troubles with 
the Federal Government and asked 
that D’Andrea be paroled “so that 
he could go to his mother without 
being accompanied by a Marshal, 

A “High-Class” Boy. 

The attorney, who had previously 
described D’Andrea, as a “high- 
class boy,” who accompanied Ca- 
pone only because the gangster 
had befriended him, guaranteed 
the appearance of his client in the 
Marshal's office two weeks from to- 
day. 

In pleading for mercy, D’Andrea 
said he carried his pistol into the 
court unthinkingly, and meaning 
no affront. He said he had been a 
Deputy Bailiff of the Municipal 
Court and thought he still had the 
right to carry the weapon. 

D’Andrea took the stand yester- 
day and questioning of him dis- 
closed that he recently went to Lin- 
coln, Neb., to assist Gus Winkler, 
East St. Louis gambler, held for 
the $2,500,000 robbery of the Lin- 
eoln National Bank & Trust Co. 
a@ year ago in September. Two 
other East St. Louisans, Thomas 
O’Connor and Howard (Pop) Lee, 
have recently been convicted of 
that robbery.

Food, Clothing, Shoes and Tobacco

Government today made good 
promise to ease living conditions by 
decreeing a 30 per cent average de- 
crease in prices on goods in all 
commercial stores, effective Nov. 1, 

These stores are open to all pur- 
chasers, but sell at much higher 
prices than the co-operatives, where 
only ration card holders can buy, 
and the so-called closed stores op- 
erated for the benefit of certain 
groups of the populace. 

The decree, issued by the newly 
formed Committee on Prices, af- 
fects a long list of commodities, in- 


cluding food, clothing, tobacco, 
soap and footwear. 
The action indicates that the 


Government has been successful in 
calling in much of the country’s 
surplus roubles, a condition which 
caused an unheralded increase of 
50 per cent average last summer as 
a. deflation measure. 

At the same time it is a mani- 
festation of the quickening produc- 
tion in light industry which pro- 
duces commodities for home con- 
sumption, a shortage of which 
heretofore has caused much dis- 
comfort and privation among the 
people.

LONDON, Oct. 28.—Prime Min- 
ister Ramsay MacDonald’s National 
Government today rode the crest 
of sweeping conservative victories 
in the general elections which 
seemed to have flattened the La- 
bor party and all but obliterated 
David Lloyd George’s Liberals. 


~The Conservatives sup} 
Government of MacDonald against 
the majority of MacDonala’s owu 
party, Labor. Some Liberals sup- 
ported the National Government in 
the campaign, others did not. 

The elections gave the answer of 
30,000,000 voters to MacDonald’s 
appeal for a ‘“‘doctor’s mandate” to 
cure the country’s financial ills. 

With returns from 607 of the 

615 districts, the party standing 
was as follows: Conservatives, 
472; National Laber 13; National 
Liberal, 70; Lloyd George Liber- 
als, 4; Opposition Labor, 49; In- 
dependents, 3; New Party, 0; 
Communists, 0. 

This gives the National Govern- 
ment of a potential vote of 555, the 
opposition 49. The independent 
vote must be lHsted as doubtful. The 
Lloyd George Liberals probably will 
support the Government except ona 
vote for a protective tariff, and 
with the Conservatives so clearly 
in the majority, it is generally as- 
sumed that the tariff will be pro- 
posed. 

MacDonald Re-elected by 5951. 

Prime Minister MacDonald was 
re-elected to the Commons from 
the Seaham Harbor constituency in 
Durham in a three-cornered fight, 
running against William Coxon, a 
schoo! teacher, the regular Labor 
candidate, and George Lumley, a 
Communist. MacDonald's majority 
was 6951. In the 1929 election, 
running as the Labor candidate 
against a Conservative, a Liberal 
and ae Communist, MacDonald 
polled 35,615 votes for a majority 
of 28,794. 

MacDonald tonight issued a 
message to the nation thanking 
“millions of persons of all parties 
who for the moment subordinated 
party feelings and issues to the 
pressing national) needs.” 

“A majority unique as it is grati- 
fying which was given today niust 
convince the whole world that 
when this country calls for assist- 
ance willing hands and devoted 
minds will always respond hearti- 
ly,” the message said. 

“We appealed for a demonstra- | 
tion of national unity. The response 
has been far beyond the dreams of 
the most enthusiastic of,us. 

“To my political friénds who 
have suffered such unusual re- . 
verses, and especially to those of | 
them who with splendid faith and 
courage backed our appeal and |

TOKIO, Oct. 28.—Concerned be- 


cause of a “possible misinterpreta- 
tion” of Russian military opera- 
tions, the Japanese Foreign Minis- 
ter, Baron Shidehara, dispatched a 
“friendly note of warning’ to Mos- 
cow today requesting the discon- 
tinuance or troop demonstrations 
along the Manchurian-Siberian bor- 


der. 
The Russian demonstrations, the 


note said, were causing an unpleas- 
ant effect on Japanese as well as 
Chinese troops in Manchuria. 

The Japanese Consul at Tsitsi- 
har, Western Manchuria, reported 
20,000 to 30,000 Russian soldiers 
were concentrated west of Manchuli 


and in the vicinity of Pogranitch- 
naya. These two cities are on the 
borders of Manchuria at each end 
of the Chinese Eastern Railway, 
which runs through Manchuria and 
provides a short cut for the Rus- 
sian ‘Trans-Siberjan Railway  be- 
tween Chita and Vladivostok. 

Vernacular newspapers here pub- 
lished reports from Harbin stating 
Russians had sent arms and am- 
munition to the Amur army of 
Chinese and Mongolians, which has 
at various times reputedly aimed at 
establishing Amur as an independ- 
ent State, with Tsitsihar as the 
capital. 

“Japanese Interests Endangered.” 

The dispatches said Amur troops 
endangered Japanese interests on 
the Taonan-Anganchi Railway, con- 
structed on capital lent by the Japa- 
nese-owned South Manchurian 

Railway. The loan, totaling about 
$6,500,000, to Chinese interests for 
the construction of the railway, 
never has been repaid. 

It was announced further that 
the South Manchurian Railway was 
sending an engineering force, ac- 
companied by a small detachment 
of troops, “ 4 serve as a guard” to 
repair the Nonni River bridge, re- 
cently damaged by Amur troops. 
Repairs to the bridge, which is 
just south of Tsitsihar, will require 
ubout two weeks. 

The bridge was said to have been 
damaged by the Amur troops to 
hinder movement of the troops of 
Gen. Chang Shai-peng, who has am- 
bitions to establish an independent 
Chinese Government at Tsitsihar. 

The sending of a Japanese de- 
tachment to the Nonni bridge will 
mark the farthest point to which 
Japanese forces have gone in Man- 
churia since the restoration of Rus- 
so-Japanese relations in 1925, 

Japan to Cite Treaties. 

Japan decided today to lay be- 
fore the League of Nations Council, 
as part of Japan’s case in the 
*Tanchurian controversy, a list of 
treaties which Tokio contends 
China has failed to respect. 

This was understood to be the re- 

ply to the statement by Dr. Al- 
fred Sze, Chinese spokesman, in 
a letter to Aristide Briand, act- 
ing chairman of the council, that 
China recognizes it is bound under 
the League covenant to’ respect 
treaty obligations. 

The list is to be handed to the 
Council when it reconvenes next 
month at Geneva to resume con- 
sideration of the Manchurian dis- 
pute and with it, the foreign of- 
fice intimated, would go the 
Japanese views on the treaty ques- 
tion. 

That attitude, as intimated, {s 
that Japan cannot consider the sug- 
gestion that the question of trea- 
ties be referred to The Hague 
Peace Court, since there is no dif- 
ficulty in their interpretation. 
Furthermore, the Japanese. are 
prepared to ask what is to become 
of Japan's interests in Manchuria 
while awaiting The Hague Court’s 
verdict, which possibly would be 
delayed for years.

“Passengers have shifted from 
the mass forms of transport,” the 
reports said, “to private automo- 
biles and other similar forms, be- 
cause: ; 

“First, our street railway system 
is not so laid oft as to serve the 
city efficiently. It is a hodge- 
podge of lines which were built in- 
dividually to obtain certain basic 
street rights and in competitive 


building campaigns without regard 
to the then existing lines. Later 
when they were consolidated into 
one system there was no rectifica- 
tion of the faulty locations, and no 
general revision or relocation has 
ever been undertaken, and our 
street railways: system. therefore, 
remains a hodge-podge to this day. 
“Second, sufficient extension of 
tracks and service have not been 
made to newly developed areas in 
the city and county. Many areag 
have no mass transport and in oth- 
have no mass. transport and 
in others the transport. pro- 
vided is too infrequent or in- 
adequate to be truly serviceable. 
Feeder lines as well as some other 
lines serving residential districts 
are naturally non-profit making of 
themselves. Street car lines can- 
not beMocated on a ‘pay their way’ 
basis alone if service is considered. 
“Third, running time of cars is 
not fast enough to properly serv- 
ice the needs of the people. In 
some cases the slow service, par- 
ticularly in the lines reaching 
downtown, is due to the indirect 
routes that are followed, and par- 
ticularly to street congestion. Lack 
of modern operating facilities and 
equipment are contributing factors, 
also. 

“Fourth, street cars have not 
kept pace with other forms of 
transportation in type, in improve- 
ments and in the provision of the 
comforts which the public has come 
to not only expect, but to demand.” 


Reason for Short Shopping Day. 
Contributing to congestion of 
the streets is the high motor car 
density in St. Louis, the report 
said. In point of motor vehicle 
registration to’ the square mile St. 
Louis was said to lead all American 
cities with 2944 to the square mile. 
In relation to population St. Louis 
is third with one motor car to 
every five inhabitants. Only Los 
Angeles and Detroit exceed this ra- 
tio. 

One effect of the street conges- 
tion is said to be an abnormally 
short shopping day downtown. The 
active shopping hours were found 
to be between 11 a. m. and 3 p. m. 
In Kansas City, it was shown, 
active shopping continues up to 6 


; ma. 
“This situation costs the large 
St. Louis downtown merchants 
probably as much as 15 per cent 
of their sales payrolls,” the report 
said. 

Congestion and poor loeal trans- 
portation also were said to have 
caused Joss of retail sales and also 
of wholesale trade with nearby 
merchants. The reports cited the 
1930 census of distribution show- 
ing that in 1929 retail sales per 
capita in St. Louis were $574 com- 
pared with an average of $637 in 
20 of the largest cities. 

“This means,” the report sald, 
“that the average merchant in 8t. 
Louis did almost 11 per cent less 
business than he should have done. 
This is the difference between 
@ profitable business and an un- 
profitable business."

It 
is much more so in present times 
when we need the help of every 
citizen to tide us through our dif- 
ficulties and when faith in our 
financial institutions must be main- 
tained and preserved.”

“prosecute vigorously with all the 
resources at my command anyone 
who is guilty” of the practice.

He ex- 
pected to see the King this after- 
noon or tomorrow and he st@n- 
moned the Cabinet for a meeting 
tomorrow morning. 

Tabulation of the popular vote 
in the British general election gave 
the following figures early this aft- 
ernoon: Conservatives, 6,155,467; 
Labor Opposition, 3,495,612; Na- 
tional Labor, 208,278; National Lib- 
erals, 93,525, and others, 128,988. 
Most of the Labor leaders who 
bolted MacDonald and his Govern- 
ment went down, among them 
“Uncle Arthur” Henderson, Foreign 
Minister in the late Labor Cabinet, 
one of the founders of the Labor 
party and its leader after MacDon- 
ald was repudiated when he formed 
the National Government. Hender- 
son was defeated at Burnley by 
Rear Admiral Gordon 
Conservative, by more than 8000 
votes. 

Henderson heard the news over 
the radio in a hotel room at Burley 
which he was too ill to leave, 

David Lloyd George, whose Lib- 
eral party was virtually smashed, 
was elected in the Carnarvon dis- 
trict of Wales, the constituency he 
has represented for years in the 
House of Commons, by 5387 votes 
in straight fight against the Con- 
servative, Capt. F. Page-Gourlay. 

Miss Megan Lloyd George, his 
daughter, running on a Liberal 
ticket, defeated A. Hughes, Con- 
servative, by more than 4000 votes 
in the Anglesey district of Wales.

Utah Heads Movement 


to Aid “World Cause” of Metal for Which

Thirty-five years after William

Silver Group’s Plans. 


Two principal projects are advo-. 
cated in the circulars, which state 
that the International Silver Com-/| 
mission is “a voluntary and unoffi- 
cial association of persons who are 
seeking to help the world cause of 
silver.” The first plan is set forth | 
in open letters to President Hoover. 
and the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, as follows: 

“Negotiate . immediately with 
German authority, proposing a loan 
of 200,000,000 to 400,000,000 ounces 
of silver from the United States 
Treasury, to be repaid by weight in| 
20 years, with low interest.- This, 
plan for repayment avoids all the! 
issues of ratio; it does not itself 
attack the gold standard: it does 
not require translation into dol- 
lars. 

“In 1918, our Government ad- 
vanced from the Treasury 200,000,- 
000 ounces of silver to Great Brit- 
ain in hér national emergency. Gold | 
could not help her in that moment. | 
She saved India to her empire, and) 
helped to save the world, by her| 
use of silver. We believe this is a. 
greater crisis. 

For Loan on German Bonds. 
“According to press dispatches, 
Germany may find it difficult or 
impossible to sustain her financial 
affairs on a gold basis. Bonds, to | 
be designated as silver bonds. 
should be issued by Germany to 
the United States, and should be 
placed in the Treasury in lieu of 
the silver bullion withdrawn there- 
from, until such time as the Gov- 
ernment may make other substitu- 
tions. 

“The loan might be for less than 
20 years, with low rates of interest, 
or no interest, and repayable solely 
by weight. It should be stipulated 
in the loan that the silvor is to be 
held by Germany for her internal 
use, to furnish metal base for her 
own paper marks, or to be issued 
in undebased coinage, and not for 
sale to obtain gold; thus giving 
Support to Germa. industry, with 
work and wages for the people, and 
releasing the energies of her lead- 
ers to make provision for her in- 
ternational obligations.” 

The other principal project in 
the Cannon program is ‘or a deal 
in wheat and silver between the 
United States and China. The pro- 
posal, placed before the Federal 
Farm Board, is: 

“Sell Farm Board wheat to the 
National Govérnment of China on 
silver bonds payabls in 20 years, 
an ounce of silver then for a bushel] 
of wheat now, such bonds to carry 
no interest. China would not need 
to negotiate zold credit in order to 
make the transaction immediately.

Two | 
of the directors of Cannon's organi- 
zation, W. M. Ferry and George W. | 
Snyder, Utah silver men, accom- 
panied them, One of the plans 
presented was for an international 
silver conference. The President 
has announced no action on it. In 
the meantime, Senator Ashurst of 
Arizona has gone to Europe to 
study sentiment there on the Ssta- | 
bilization of silver, and Senator 
Oddie of Nevada has gone to China 
to further the silver cause there. 

Silver mining is not now so pow- 
erful an interest as it was in the | 
°90s, when Richard Parks Bland, 
a former California miner, led the 
fight in Congress for the 16-to-1 
program. Bryan, in his “cross of 
gold"’ speech at the Chicago Con- 
vention of 1896, paid tribute to 
“the miners who go down 1000 
feet into the -earth, or climb 2000 
feet upon the cliffs, and bring 
forth from their hiding places thc 
precious metals to be poured into 
the channels of trade. They are 
as much business men,” he _ de- 
clared, “as the few financial mag- 
nates who, in a back room, corner 
the money of the world. We come 
to speak of this broader class of 
business men.” 

Later in the °96 campaign, op- 
ponents of candidate Bryan point- 
ed out that the silver mine owners 
were giving heavirfy to the nation- 
al Demoeratic campaign fund. 
Bryan did not deny this, but said 
in his Madison Square Garden 
speech that, as free coinage of 
silver would benefit the country as 
a whole no one should object to 
the incidental profits of the silver 
mine owners. 

Carl Schurz’s Words Recalled. 

Campaign funds were not. in 
1896 so acute a subject of con- 
troversy as they are now, and the 
Republicans, with Mark Hanna 
“frying the fat” from big indus- 
trial corporations for the benefit 
of the McKinley campaign fund, 
were not in a position to say much 
about the contributions made by 
the silver mine owners to Bryan's 
campaign. However, Carl Schurz, 
in the most effective and widely 
circulated speech made in support 
of McKinley, did discuss the spe- 
cial interest of “the rich mine own- 
ers, the silver kings,” who could 
get their 50-cent bullion coined in- 
to dollars if Bryan and a Congress 
supporting him were elected. “The 
silver mine owner,” Schurz com- 
mented, “is no doubt a great and 
good man, but he is not the. most 
disinterested of philanthropists, He 
knows on which side his bread is 
buttered.” - 

Recent quotations of silver on 
the New York market have been 
below 32 cents an ounce, about 
one-fourth the 1920 price. The 
bullion value of the standard sil- 
ver dollar, containing 371% grains 
of pure silver, declined within the 
last year and a half to less than 
27 cents. In 1877 it was worth 93 
cents. 

The greater part of the present- 
day silver supply is produced as a 
by-product of copper and zine min- 
ing. Production, therefore, is not 
‘dependent wholly on the market

They Compare Relics of First “Pure” Cahokia 
Village to Be Found, With Similar One 
in Wisconsin. 


T least three civilizations 
thrived and vanished unknown 
centuries ago in a field near 
East St. Louis where Will and Fred 
Powell now grow garden crops, 
Wisconsin and University of [Illi- 
nois anthropologists are inclined 
to believe after examining the re- 
markable disclosures of the last 
few weeks. 

The discovery of a “pure” vil- 
lage site—the first index to the 
culture of a one-time metropolis 
across the Mississippi from _ St. 
Louis—is “from my point of view, 
by far the most important work 
carried on so far around the Ca- 
hokia district,” commented W. C. 
McKern, curator of anthropology 
in Milwaukee Public Museum. 

McKern, who was accompanied 
by Dr. S. A. Barrett, director of the 
museum, has conducted extensive 
explorations at Aztalan, Wis. He 
has established considerable foun- 
dation for the hypothesis that Az- 
talan may have been a Cahokia 
colony—or perhaps an offshoot, 
from a common source—300 miles 
north oof the Missouri bottoms

Total Receipts of City Service 
Last Year Were $4,225,051, 
Commissioner Reports. 


The Water Commissioner’s report 


for the fiscal year 1930-31, ending 


April 13 last,,which was made pub- 

lic today, shows an operating sur- 

flus, over expenses, of $427,602.35. 

The report is signed by Leonard 

Day, who has since been succeeded 

in the office of Water Commission- 

er by J. L. Rilliet Jr. 

Receipts of waterworks revenue 
for the year were $3,979,143.41, and 
other receipts of the department 
were $245,908.54, making total re- 
ceipts $4,225,051.96. Expenses 
reached a total of $3,797,448.61, di- 
vided into these items: Cost of 
production and purification, $1,640, 
894,05: distribution, meters and in- 
spection, $475,623; Municipal Rail- 
way, $33,289.31; assessing, billing 
and collecting, $229.456.81; commis- 
sioner’s office, $84,178.20; improve- 
ment and maintenance of grounds, 
$235,246.80; sinking fund and inter- 
est, $1,320,000; less sundry credits 
of $33,838.56. 

The “water dollar,” the Commis- 
sioner figures, is divided into these 
segments of expense: Production 
and purifying, 38.8 cents; distribu- | 
tion, 11.3 cents; collection, 65.4} 
cents: office, 2 cents; Municipal | 
Railway, .8 of a cent; undistributed 
expenses, 4.9 cents; sinking fund 
and interest, 26.8 cents; operating 
surplus, 10 cents. 

Cost of pumping water, per mil- 
tion gallons, including sinking fund 
and interest, was $84.29, or 6.32 
cents per hundred cubic feet. A 
total working capital of $2,037,- 
563.79 was shown at the end of the 
fiscal year, besides $732,068.27 set 
aside for work under ordinances.

45.041,125,280 gallons, compared | 
with 44.903,935,980 gallons the pre- | 
vious year. Of the water pumped, | 
more than one-half, or 23,048,671,- ) 
555 gallons was pumped to Stacy | 
Park reservoir, on Olive boulevard,) 
west of the city, and 21,992,453,6295 
gallons to Compton Hill reservoir. 

The maximum pumping for one 
day in the fiscal year, which in- 

cluded the extremely hot summer,0 
1930, was 203,262,852 gallons on 
July 12, 1930. “The demand due 
to the drouth could never have 
been met,” the report says, “but for 
the completion of the new plant at 
Howard’s Bend, on the Missouri 
River.”

Recommendations for Balancing 
Foreign Trade and Controlling 
Foreign Exchange. 

BUDAPEST, Hungary, Oct. 28.— 
Findings of a League of Nations 
committee for stabilization of Hun- 
gary’s financial situation, including 
recommendations for balancing 
her foreign trade and controlling 
foreign exchange were announced 
yesterday by the Hungarian Gov- 
ernment 

It was announced that Royall 
Tyler, United States expert, would 
serve as financial adviser to Hun- 
gary with an expert for the Nation- 
al Bank, in making effective the 
committee's recommendations, 
which call on the country to pre- 
vent “every kind of inflation,” 

Hungary’s state debt is placed at 
$291,000,000 in the committee's re- 
port and debts of corporations, 
banks and private institutions are 
fixed at $429,000,000. Most of the 
private debts are enjoying the bene- 
fits of a “freezing agreement,” the 
committee reported. The commit- 
tee recanmended imports should be 
reduced to balance foreign trade.

RUINS OF CHURCH 
FOUND IN ANCIENT 
GALILEAN CAPITAL 


Theater Also Unearthed an 
Hour’s Walk From 
Nazareth.

ANN ARBOR, Mich., Oct. 28.— 


The University of Michigan Insti- 
tute of Archeological Research 


announced today that an expedi- 
tion directed by Prof. Leroy Wa- 
terman has discovered remains of 
what probably was an early Chris- 
tian church at Sepphoris, ancient 
capital of Galilee. 

The expedition first found a Ro- 
man theater, existence of which at 
the site of Sepphoris was hitherto 
unknown. A _ second excavation 
disclosed a mosaic pavement and 
it soon became clear that an early 
Christian church once existed 
there. 

Sepphoris, an hour’s walk from 
Nazareth, was one of the most im- 
portant cities of Galilee as early as 
56 B. C. when one of the five San- 
hedrim, or Jewish courts, was lo- 
cated there. The inhabitants of 
‘Sepphoris took part in an _ up- 
rising against Rome in 4 A. D., and 
the city was captured and des- 
troyed. It was rebuilt by Herod 
Antipas (the Herod of the New 
Testament) and was the most im- 
portant city of Galilee until the 
founding of Tiberias about 26 
A. D. 

Christianity never was strong at 
Sepphoris, but according to the so- 
called “Itinerary of Antoninus of 
Placentia,” writteu in the sixth cen- 
tury, the annunciation to Mary, 
mother of Jesus, took place there, 
‘and a Christian cathedral was 
eget to mark the holy place. 
The church uncoverc 1 by the Mich- 
igan expedition may be the early 
Cathedral of the Annunciation. 


DATE TO BE SET FOR ARGUING 
VETO OF REDISTRICTING ACT 


Supreme Court to Decide Whether 
Missouri Will Elect Congress- 
men-at-Large.

The State Supreme Court next 
week will set a date for hearing 
arguments on the question of 
whether Missouri now has 13 con- 
gressional districts, or none at all. 

The Supreme Court yesterday 
granted a writ of mandamus to 
John J. Carroll, St. Louis lawyer, 
who wishes to run for Congress as 
a Democrat in the new Tenth Dis- 
trict, as constituted by the redis- 
tricting act passed by the 1931 
Legislature, but vetoed by Gov. 
Caulfield on the ground of partisan 
unfairness. Carroll charged in his 
petition that the redistricing act 
did not require the Governor's sig- 
nature, and that his veto was of 
no legal effect.

Carroll’s mandamus suit was di- 
rected against Secretary of State 
Becker, who refused to accept Car- 
roll’s filing of candidacy.

Centuries of Starvation Back 
Of Russians’ Survival of Hunger; 
Food Supply Exceeds Last Year’s 


Grain Was Exported Under Monarchy When | 
Peasants’ Nutriment Was 30 Per Cent Under 
Requisite—Two Meals a Day Customary. 


Russia this is hard to believe. 


the writer was in Vitebsk, White 
Russia—not a famine area—with 
the American Relief Administra- 
tion, he could not believe that 26 
Orphan children could live through 
a winter in one room with sealed 
windows. Their rations until the 
A. R. A. furnished one meal a day 
were black bread, cabbage soup, 
occasionally potatoes, and imita- 
tion tea. Yet the managers of such 
homes always insisted that none of 
the children had died while in 
these homes. This was probably 
untrue, but according to American 
standards of sanitation and food 
many of the children should have 
died years before. 


Starved for Centuries. 


Like the Far Eastern Asiatics 
the Russians have been living on 
sub-standard rations for centuries. 
Count Witte in a report in 1903 
said: ‘When the harvest is normal 
(in Russia) the amount of nutri- 
ment obtained by the average 
peasant is 30 per cent below the 
minimum requisite to maintain the 
strength of an adult worker on the 
land.” Yet grain was exported un- 
der the monarchy just as it is be- 
ing exported today while the rest 
of the world says that the Soviet 
Government is starving its people. 

Count Witte estimated that 70 
per cent of the peasants got less 
than a decent living; that 20 per 
cent were able to feed themselves 
but not their livestock, and that 
only 10 per cent had anything 
above the bare necessities. He 
claimed that the family income of 
a majority of the peasants, after 
deducting taxes, was less than $50 
a year. This report was made in 
1903 and throws light on the fact 
that millions of peasants and 
workers were willing to join the 
1905 rebellion. 

In 1922 the writer gave a 
Thanksgiving day party at the A. 
R. A. headquarters. Food was pre- 
pared enough for three times the 
number of guests, yet in an hour 
and a half it had all disappeared. 
Many of. the sandwiches went into 
the guests’ pockets. 


Just Like Fasting. 


Last year the writer’s Russian 
friends could only offer black bread 
and tea. This year white rye bread 
was available.

To an American or almost any other foreigner on a first visit to 
The first reaction to Russian living 

conditions is: How do these people keep alive? 

Back in 1922 and 1923 when/widely in Russia last summer pre- 


dicted that the writer would lose 
10 pounds on the Russian jaunt 
and the guide would gain that 
much in weight. He was correct 
about the writer. The 6000 mile 
trip cost 10 pounds, but the guide 
also lost weight. 

Food is only comparatively more 
plentiful in Russia. Whenever 
possible the natives go on food or- 
gies, that is, they save enough 
money to have one or two really 
substantial meals a month, with 
soup, meat and dessert. Every day 
there is a long queue of Russians 
waiting to get into the Savoy res- 
taurant where the prices are high, 
but the food excellent—according 
to present-day Russian standards. 
Whenever a Russian wants to give 
a& party he does it “collectively,” 
that is, he tells one friend to bring 
a can of sardines, another is taxed 
for wine or vodka, another for 
white bread and so on. 

At a hotel in Rostov the writer 
saw a young swain watch while 
his girl friend ate a hearty meal. 
On the trains in the “hard” com- 
partments the principal foods are 
black bread, dried fish, hard-boiled 
eggs and cheese, all washed down 
with red hot tea. Many of the 
passengers while away the time 
eating sunflower seeds—an old 
Russian custom. The Russians say 
that these seeds contain a little 
fat nourishment. 

Since food is scarce most Rus- 
sians eat only twice a day, break- 
fast and supper. In Moscow the 
office hours are from 10 a. m. to 
4p.m. Breakfast is at 9 and sup- 
per is between 5 and 6. If there is 
a third meal it is around 10 p. 
m. In the offices tea is served— 
in glasses of course—between 12 
and 1. Many Russians insist that 
the “rest day,” the fifth day oaf 
the nonstop week, is usually de- 
voted to standing in line to buy 
food for the other days. 


“Best” Not So Good. 


The “udarniki,” shock brigade 
workers, are supposed to get the 
best food in order to have enough 
strength to set the pace for other 
workers.

THE BRITISH ELECTION. 

After one of the most bitter and dramatic contests 
in the history of Great Britain, Ramsay MacDonald 
and his National Government were given a vote of 
confidence in yesterday’s general election. The Na- 
tional Government ig a coalition of Laborites, Con- 
servatives and Liberals, formed recently to meet the 
critical turn in British affairs. It at once aroused 
violent opposition by putting in effect drastic econ- 
omies to balance the budget, such as reduction of 
the dole and of wages paid to the official services. 
The former resulted in city mob scenes and the lat- 
ter had the surprising and disquieting effect of a 
sailor’s strike which, for a time, tied up the British 
Grand Fleet. 
Supposedly, the chief objective of the National Gov- 
ernment was to kold the pound at its gold parity, but 
the swift rush of events forced the Government to 
suspend gold payments and embark upon a policy of 
inflation. In the meantime, Arthur Henderson, For 
reign Secretary of MacDonald's Cabinet, and political 
and personal ally of many years’ standing, gained 
control of the Labor party and declared war upon 
his former chief. He accused MacDonald of aban- 
doning the principles of a lifetime, groveling to the 
international bankers and taking bread from the 
mouths of the unemployed. MacDonald’s reply was 
to say that the steps he had taken were rendered im- 
perative by the national crisis. 
While the election is a fine personal victory for 
MacDonald, it is difficult to see a clear road ahead 
for the National Government. It is of polyglot com- 
position and could not be expected to agree on a 
broad program for the solution of the many prob- 
lems that beset the country. The Manchester Guar- 
dian, organ of the Liberal party, sees in the election 
a Tory conspiracy to foist a high protective tariff 
upon Great Britain. Some of the more extreme La- 
borites regard the coalition as the last gasp of a sys 
tem which must soon be replaced by socialism. 
At any rate, the National Government has been 
given a clear mandate to proceed with its work of 
tiding the country over the crisis. The British vot- 
ers, in refusing to swap horses while crossing a 


Great Britain is not guiltless. She has reaped 
great advantages and the domination of enormous 
possessions taken from Germany and Turkey by 
reason of military victory. Will Britain not only yield 
the advantages which she has gained through superi- 
or military power, but will she range her influence 
on the side of an equitable readjustment in Europe? 
The same question may be asked of every Power in 
Europe keeping the profits of war spoils. Peace 
under present conditions in Europe is only a tempo- 
rary truce imposed by the nations who have profited 
by war upon those who have been despoiled. 

The reduction of reparations and war debts which 
are crushing Europe now is important. We do not 
minimize the effects of this readjustment on eco-| 
nomic conditions throughout the world. But that is 
only a half-step toward stable peace. The nations 
must go beyond this to enjoy permanent peace. They 
may gain some reduction of armaments by agree 
‘ment, but disarmament can be obtained only by tak- 
|ing away the causes of resentment and hostility on 
|the part of nations suffering injustices, and fear of 

resentment and vengeance on the part of nations 
profiting by injustice.

Office routine at a free employment bureau in 
the Bronx was demoralized by a riot yesterday when 
1500 men stormed the place to register for jobs. It 
took 10 policemen to restore order after a door had 
been torn from its hinges by the onrush of jobless 
Such are the workings of desperation when 
the demand for work exceeds the supply of jobs.

They are driv- 
ing from town to town in trucks, searching for 
workers. In some sections, Sheriffs are ordering 
idlers to jail or to the cotton fields.

Concerted Action Can End Depression 


Every group of society, including public, employers, workers, bankers and govern- 
ments, has a duty in helping end depression; economist can indicate solutions, but 
will-power is required to carry them out; if central banks will act to raise price 
level, there need be no wage cuts; world and group co-operation can solve crisis. 


VERY section of society has a respon- 
E sibility in the present crisis. The pub- 

lic generally has the duty of not adding 
to the decline in the volume of business 
by abstaining from its normal volume of 
consumption through exaggerated fears of 
the future. To discharge servants or to 
abstain from the purchase of useful goods 
which the individual really needs in the nor- 
mal course of existence, in order to add te 
funds available for the relief of distress, is 
to create as much distress as is relieved. 

If everyone, in order to help things for- 
ward, economizes, i. e., abstains from ex- 
penditure, the result must be to increase 
unemployment, which, in its turn, will cause 
further unemployment. The same remark 
applies to the withdrawal of currency frori 
banks, to unnecessary alarm about invest- 
ments and the like. All such actions bring 
about the very evil they are intended to 
avoid: they add to the existing disorganiza- 
tion, further loss of confidence and further 
weakening of the economic structure. 

A further responsibility attaches to em- 
Pployers and employed in relation to the 
problem of wages and employment. A re- 
duced income is an unpleasant experience— 
so is unemployment. But there can be no 
question that, from the social point of view, 
the second is much more undesirable. There 
can be no doubt that if the genera! lev=-l 
of prices does not much recover from the 
depths to which it has now fallen, it will 
be impossible (in the absence of technolog- 
ical changes which will at best take time 
to be put into operation) to maintain both 
the level of money incomes and the level of 
employment. Society has a choice, in a 
period of falling prices, between increasin.z 
unemployment and decreasing money in- 
come per capita. : 
Not all wage reductions are justified, but 
not all resistance to wage and salary reduc- 
tions is justifiable, either. Unless prices can 
be raised again, one condition of recovery 
is an adjustment of costs. 


But must prices remain at their present 
low level? They have been forced down 
partly by the inherent tendency of prices, 
once they have started falling. to go on 
doing so. But the rapidity of the fall and 
the continuance of the movement have been 
greatly affected by psychologica! conditions, 
and these, in turn, have been powerfully 
influenced by the apparent inability and un- 
willingness of the political and monetary 
authorities of the world to co-operate effec- 
tively with one another for the purpose of 
checking the fall. 

So long as the central banks of the world 
maintained the thesis that it was impos- 
sible to raise the price level, and so long 
as political authorities refused to 22 
the danger to economic stability involved in 
the relentless pursuit of “security” and the 
maintenance of an unchanged figure of a 
mass of intergovernmental indebtedness, 
the real value of which was constantly ris- 
ing, the only hope of recovery lay in an 
adjustment of costs to prices. Even this 
solution was and remains a doubtful one. 
since it threatened the further dissolution 


of the economic system through prolonged 
and disastrous wage conflicts. 
Danger of a break-up has become so acute |

that, first in the cases of Austria and Ger- 
nany, and now in the case of Great Britain, 
concerted action has been taken. In the 
field of politics, the Hoover moratorium has 
opened a new chapter in the history of rep- 
erations and inter-Allied. debts. If the 
breakdown of Europe can be avoided in the 
next few months, if a rea} economic rap- 
prochement’ between France and Germany 
leads to a gradual improvement of political 
conditions, confidence will be restored to 
a large extent, and this, in and of itself, 
will help to raise prices. 


How sensitive markets are to signs of im- 
provement can be gathered from the sharp 
recovery which followed directly upon Presi- 
dent Hoover’s offer, which, if it had not 
most unfortunately met with resistance. 
might have constituted the turning point of 
the present depression. But the efforts of 
the politicians must be seconded by the 
central banks—a concerted effort nrust be 
made (primarily through the financing of 
budgetary deficits through central bank 
credit) to cause a rise of prices. 

The problem confronting the world today 
is one of will, and not of knowledge. [It 
is possible to lay down the conditions upo7 
which. and upon which alone, recovery is 
possible, but it does not lie within the com- 
petence of the economist to guarantee that 
there is enough wiil-power, tmagination and 
determination available to carry out the de- 
tails of the solution, nor that the peoples of 
the world will support their governments 
and central banks if they attempt to salvage 
the world. The economist’s task 
when he has diagnosed the disease and in- 
dicated the remedies; the rest must be left 
to the men of action. 
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The preceding remarks were written be- 
fore the suspension of gold paytnents by 
Great Britain. The decision was inevitable, 
and the logical consequence of the hyster- 
ical conditions which had developed in the 
international investment market in the 
course of the preceding month. The con- 
sequences are momentous, both for Britain 
herself and for the rest of the world. For 
the time being, Britain regains complete 
control over her internal price level and 
the future of gold as an international stand- 
ard of value has again become uncertain. 

Great Britain’s departure from gold may 
be legitimately regarded as one of a long 
chain of consequences flowing from 
the inability of the world’s monetary au- 
thorities to co-operate adequately in the 
face of threatening disaster until the mo- 
ment for effective action has already passed. 

In sum, some exceedingly difficult prob- 
lems of principle and detail follow inevit- 
ably from the step taken. The manner in 
which they wil! be solved must turn largely 
upon the course of world events within the 
next six or 12 months.

JEFFERSON C , Oct. 28. — 
‘A request of attorneys for the State 
Highway Commission to withdraw 
a motion attacking the Court’s 
jurisdiction in the suit against the 
State’s route for a superhifhway 
in St. Louis County was granted 
today by Federal Judge Reeves. The 
original motion, filed Oct. 15, as- 
serted that the case belonged in a 


State rather than. Federal court. 


The suit was brought by 72 resi- 
dents and property owners of St. 
Loufts County, who disapprove of 
the so-called Clayton-Conway route 
for a new location for U. 8. High- 
way No. 40, near their land, as se- 
lected by the Highway Commis- 


sion. Wilkie Cunnyngham and 
Frank Boyer of counsel for the 
commission told the Judge today 
they wished to withdraw the mo- 
tion because it was likely an ap- 
peal would be taken to the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals, no 
matter how Judge Reeves decided. 
That, they said, would cause a de- 
lay of six months to a year before 
the case could be heard on its mer- 
its and they wanted to avoid de- 
lay as much as possible. 

Ten days was given the commis- 
sion in which to file an answer to 
the suit. The commission attor- 
neys said they would renew the 
jurisdictional question in their an- 
swer, and that it then could be 
considered when the Judge took 
the case under advisement. Judge 
Reeves announced that he would 
hear the suit in February or March. 
Meanwhile, plans for the super- 
highway are at a standstill.

NEW YORK, Oct. 28.—Three 
leaders of Brooklyn politics told 
the Hofstadter Legislative Commit- 
tee today how “friendly enemies” 
from rival political camps formed 
a bi-partisan slate of 12 candidates 
for 12 newly created judgeships. 

John H. McCooey, Democratic 
boss of Kings County, was first 
called to the stand. He was  fol- 
lowed by Frederick J. H. Kracke, 
Republican boss of the same coun- 
ty, and Meier Steinbrink, Kracke’s 
predecessor as district leader and 
one of those named for a judge- 
ship by the bi-partisan agreement. 

McCooey’s 31-year-old son, John 
H. Jr., is also among those named 
“on the judicial slate and one of the 
principal questions asked of the 
Democratic boss today was how he 
happened cto arrange for his son’s 
selection. 

In reply to a question from Sam- 
uel Seabury, chief counsel of the 
committee, McCooey testified that 
he was glad to name his son on the 
ticket because the party leaders 
had all urged him to do so and be- 
cause “‘the boy is generally consid- 
ered capable and efficient and he 
prasticed law for 10 years.” 


How It Was Managed. 


The name of W. Kingsland Macy, 
chairman of the Republican State

‘timony of Steinbrink, who said 
‘that, although he has been named

He testified, 
however, the difficulty in reaching 
an agreement was occasioned by 
the fact the Legislature which had 
to create the judgeships by law 
was predominantly Republican, 
while the second judicial district is 
predominantly Democratic. 

“So the Legislature couldn’t just 
provide more jobs for the Demo. 
crats to fill, is that right?” asked 
Seabury. McCooey nodded in the 
He went on to testify 
that with the reconvening of the 
Legislature this year the negotia- 
tions were resumed and the num- 
ber of judgeships was increased to 
12 after a committee went to Al- 
bany to secure the necessary legis- 
lation. 

Asked about the political situa- 
tion with regard to his own coun- 
ty McCooey said: “Our political 
organization is sufficiently large to 
control any nomination in our 
county.” 

McCooey testified further that 
the number of judgeships to be 
created was increased from eight 
to 12 because otherwise “there 
wouldn’t be enough judges to g0 
around and give the Republicans 
recognition.” 

At the beginning of his testimony 
he stated that he had been a Dem- 
ocratic leader in Brooklyn for 22 
years and for 19 years of that time 
had been Chief Clerk of the Surro- 
gate Court.

PRISON BODY DEMANDS 


Call on Secretary of State Car- 
ries Offer to Make Tags at 
10 Cents a Pair.

By the Associated Press. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 28.— 
The Missouri Prison Board has 
made a written demand on Secre- 
tary of State Becker for the con- 
tract for manufacture of the 1932 
automobile license plates at 10 cents 
a pair, in accordance with the Mis- 
souri statutes. 

The price at which the prison 
demands the contract is 3.89 cents 
a pair lower than. the price in the 
contract which Becker last week 
awarded to the 8S. G. Adams Co. of 
St. Louis. 

Under the Missourt statutes the 
Secretary. of State is required to 
let the contract to the prison when 
the penitentiary is equipped —T 
the necessary machinery to manu 
facture the plates at a price equal 
to or below the best price obtain- 
able from private sources, the At- 
torney-General has ruled. Although 
Becker refused to notify the prison 
of the low bid, as required by law, 
he did notify the board that the 
contract was awarded to the S. G. 
Adams Co. at 13.89 cents a pair. 

“You are hereby notified that the 
said Department. of Penal Institu- 
tions is ready. able and willing to 
enter into said contract for the 
manufacture of plates and perform 
all the terms of the contract,” said 
the Prison Board’s letter. i 

By award of the contract to the 
prison the State road fund would 
be saved about $25,000 and in ad- 
dition the prison industries would 
make a small profit t oward main- 
tenance of the State penitentiary.

No “Tramp Athletes.” 
UCH unfavorable and de- 


cidedly unfair publicity 
has been heaped.on Oklahoma 
City and its university because 
some of the football boys have 
jobs in the city’s fire department. 
The team has been pictured as a 
bunch of eighth grade burly fire- 
hounds’ who happened to be 
smart enough to play football. 
Truth of the matter is, they are 
typical American college boys, 
all of them from Oklahoma. 

“It is true that of the 47 men 
on the squad about one-fifth are 
on the fire-department payroll. 
Their exact number and names 
are not available at this time. 

Their presence on the team has 
aroused so much criticism that an 
endeavor is being made to elimi- 
nate the condition as rapidly as 
possible. Of 26 freshman candi- 
dates, not one player is a fireman. 
Those players who are firemen 
are all seniors.”

today won the national marathon 
from a group of crack European 
runners in two hours 33 minutes 19 
seconds. His time was only 22 sec- 
onds slower than El Ouafi's win- 
ning time at the last Olympics. 

Zabala, however, broke the 
Czecho-Slovakian record of two 
hours 41 minutes 55 seconds. 

Last night Zabala said he looked 
on today’s race as a warmup for 
the 1932 Olympics, where he will 
represent Argentina, and said he 
expected to run the 26 miles 3385 
yards in around two hours and 35 
minutes.

Reyburn said he does not know 
whether the policies include dou- 
ble indemnity accident clauses, but 
plans to inventory the insurance 
later. 

Anderson’s will, filed for pro- 
bate at Clayton yesterday, leaves 
his estate to Mrs. Anderson, who 
is named executor with the Mer- 
cantile-Commerce Bank & Trust 
Co. The insurance trust does not 
come under the will, according to 
Reyburn, who said no estimate of 
the estate has been made. Arthur 
C. Hilmer, who bought Oliver An- 
derson’s interest in the Lorenzo E. 
Anderson Co., several years ago, 
was also named executor, but with- 
drew yesterday because of ill 
health. 

The will, dated Sept. 15, 1925, 
states that no provision is made 
for Anderson's daughters, Martha 
S., and Jane B. Anderson, because 
of the father’s confidence that Mrs. 
Anderson will properly provide for 
them. A son, Oliver Jr., was born 
after the will was made. 

Anderson, who was 37 years old, 
and head of the Oliver J. Anderson 
& Co., 718 Locust street, was killed 
when an automobile driven by Har- 
ry H. Knight, broker, upset when

NEW YORK, Oct. 27.

Tweed, head of the notorious 
“Tweed Ring” that some 60 years 
ago mulcted the taxpayers and 
others of New York «* an amount 
estimated from $75,000,000 to 
$200,000,000. One would scarcely 
see any connection between the 
two, yet Mrs. Ida E. Wood, the 
old, old woman, was a belle of New 


York when ‘Boss’ Tweed was 


Gotham’s political czar, her hus- 
band, the late Col. Benjamin Wood, 
owned the New York Daily News 
which supported Tweed, and her 
brother-in-law, Fernando Wood, 
Mayor of New York, and member 
of Congress, was preceptor of 
Tweed when that worthy began his 
notorious career. 


And now Mrs. Wood, 93 years 


old, has been declared incompetent 


to manage her own ‘affairs by 


court order. Officials have in- 
vaded the hotel quarters of the 
woman who danced with King 
Edward VII when he was Prince 
of Wales and have taken charge 
of $900,000 ‘n cash and securities 
secreted there. They searched her 
40-odd trunks, and found a half- 
bushel of jewelry, and apparel of 
the finest sort. Finery of the days 
of “Boss” Tweed, and Fernando 
Wood, and Benjamin Wood. 


Both Col. Benjamin ‘Vood and 


his brother Fernando became Con-
